Charged with forging tickets on a number 
of raflroads, Frank E. Rice has been arrested 
and held under bonds of $4,500 by Justice 
Prindiville, pending a hearing on Aug. 5. 


Allardt & Co., ticket brokers, 186 Clark 
street.

Rice’s resi- 
dence at 1817 Arlington place, and that of 
Charles J. Allardt at 3501 Wabash avenue, 
were also searched. From these, however, 
nothing was taken. 5 

The forged tickets principally were on the 
Lehigh Valley and Monon issues, reading 
over the Western railway companies.

JAMESTOWN, St. Helena, July 26.—Bad 
blood among the Boer prisoners in St. Hele- 
na over the question of taking the oath of 
allegiance to King Edward has led to 80 
much fighting and disorder that it has been 
necessary to remove those who have taken 
the oath toa separate inclosure. There were 
several severe encounters, and the vigilance 
committee of the irreconcilables subjected 
those who had taken the oath to indescriba-~- 
ble indignities. The ring-leaders have been 
imprisoned in the fortress. 


Baden-Powell Reaches England. 
[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

LONDON, July 27, 8 a. m.—Genera) Baden- 
Powell, the hero of Mafeking, and now chief 
of the Transvaal police, arrived at Woking 
last evening. He was greeted by a popular 
demonstration when he left the ship at 
Southampton, and another display of popular. 
enthusiasm was given him at Woking, where 
he stopped to visit Captain Mclaren. The 
General will not come to London at once, 
taking first a few days’ rest in the country. 

In an interview General Baden-Powell said 
he did not care to prophesy the end of the 
war. It was easy in sucha country for small 
roving bands to elude defeat or capture. 
Nevertheléss, he was inclined to think that 
unless there is an earlier dramatic ending 
the Boer resistance will have been complete- 
ly crushed in three or four months from now. 

General Baden-Powell spoke with respect 
and admiration of the Boers as individuals. 
He said: 

“ They have been most terribly misied. I do 
not think that the time is remote when the 
Boer and Briton will settle peaceably side by 
side and cordially work together for the 
good of south Africa.“ 


Shooting of Wounded Britons. 

The Daily Mail publishes Lord Kitchener's 
official report regarding the Vlakfontein 
affair, which is as follows: 

„ Lieutenant W. S. B. Duff has given me the 
following information: On the day after the 
fight at Viakfontein, May 29, Lieutenant 
Hearn told him that, while lying on the 
ground wounded, he saw about twenty yards 
from him Lieutenant Spring and Sergeant 
Findlay, both slightly wounded. They were 


| binding up each other's wounds when a 


young Boer, with a pink puggaree around his 
hat, came up and shot both dead. 

Lieutenant Hearn lay quite still. The 
Boers, thinking him dead, contented them- 
selves with taking his spurs and leggings. 
Lieutenant Hearn also said that others of 
our wounded were shot by Boers. Lieuten-. 
ant Duff collected the testimony of eight 
privates and non-commissioned officers who 
affirmed that they saw Boers shoot our 
wounded.” 


WORK ON CHARTER FOR MANILA. 


Members of Commission Hear Argu- 
ments on Franchise, Which Is Up 
For Third Reading. 
[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 

MANILA, July 26.—The charter for Ma- 
nila was up before the commission on its 
third reading today. The charter provides 
for a government which is closely patterned 
after that of the City of Washington. 

There is to be a board of three commis- 
sioners appointed by and subject to the au- 
thority of the central government, with leg- 
iglative and executive authority. There will 
be municipal departments and an advisory 
board representing various districts. This 
latter will be appointed by the general board 
and will act as an intermediary between the 
main body and the general public. 

Commissioner Wright proposed an amend- 
ment repealing the property frontage tax. 

Editor Romero Salas, representing the 
Spanish Chamber of Commerce, opposed the 
bill generally, claiming that it was a depriva- 
tion of popular representation and shocked 
the public as being un-American. 

Governor Taft forced the admission from 
the editor that there was practically no in- 
novation in the proposed charter as com- 
pared with the former status of Manila 
under the Spanish régime. Judge Taft went 
on to explain the success of the government 
of the City of Washington and the relative 
conditions obtaining there and in Manila, and 
declared that the people would not be shorn 
of any of their rights. 


Refutes Spanish Editor. 

At the afternoon session of the commis- 
sion Sefior Poblete, a native literary man, re- 
futed the statements of Editor Salas. He 
declared that the Spaniards were in no way 
related to the Filipino interests. 

Other speakers advocated the extension of 
the city limits by taking in outlying suburbs. 

The taxation scheme in the charter re- 
peals the rentage and frontage taxes and 
substitutes a 2 per cent ad valorem tax on 
real estate and exempting government and 
reMgious properties. One-fourth of the 
amount thus realized will go exclusively to 
the support of city schools. A registration 
tax will also be enforced. No tax on sal- 
: mentioned, and the old one will prob- 
ably be abolished. An appeal board in the 
matter of taxation is provided for all con- 
stituencies, Provision for justice imposts 
is also made.

NO INTERVENTION ASKED. 


ST. PETERSBURG, July 26.—A high Rus- 
sian police officer called upon George Ken- 
nan, the American author and lecturer, at 
his hotel on Thursday evening and informed 
him he must leave the country by 10 o’clocle 
this (Friday) evening. Mr. Kenann was not 
allowed to leave his room in the interim, 
but he was treated courteously. 

This action by the Russian authorities is 
taken under the law giving the Minister of 
the Interior authority to expel undesirable 
foreigners. The notice served upon Mr. Ken- 
nan characterized him as untrustworthy 
politically. Mr. Kennan has informed the 
United States Minister to Russia, Charle- 
magne Tower, of this action of the Russian 
authorities, but has not asked Mr. Tower to 
intervene in the matter. 


George. Kennan came into world-wide 
prominence in 1885, when he crossed the 
steppes of Siberia and told of his adven- 
tures in a series of magazine articles. He

The two years spent by Kennan in the 
wilds of Siberia with its camps on the 
steppes, its life in the smoky huts of the 
wandering Koraks, its arctic winters, its 
multiplied hardships, and its manifold inter- 
ests and excitements proved a preparatory 
school for another and vastly more impor- 
tant Siberian journey. He picked up a fair 
knowledge of the language, which stood him 
well in his subsequent visits to the land of 
misery. 

The overland line was abandoned when the 
second Atlantic cable proved practicable. 
Kennan undertook the overland journey 
through Siberia and northern Russia on 
horseback. After a winter in St. Peters- 
burg he returned to America. This was 
in 1868. He had been away three years. In 
1870 he published a book entitled Tent Life 
with the Wandering Koraks.” He returned 
to Russia again in 1800. The fall and winter 
of 1870 was spent in a solitary horseback 
journey through Daghestan. The whole tour 
‘was full of the wildest adventure. Again 
returning te America he followed various 
journalistic pursuits until 1885, when he was 
sent out by the publishers of a magazine to 
write up Russia and its penal system, and he 
did it in a masterly manner. He had a fac- 
ulty of getting at facts, quick perception 
of details, ready adaptability, and a reckless 
disregard of danger. 


Tells of Cruelties in Russia. 
Kennan came back to the United States in 
August, 1886, having traveled many thou- 
sands of miles through Siberia and collected 
a mass of material, which, when published 
in a magazine, attracted the attention of 
the world and made its author famous. The 
cruelties of the Russian autocracy were 
never before so comprehensively’and merci- 
lessly laid bare. 

Mr. Kennan since has confirmed and sup- 
plemented his work in behalf of humanity 
by several extended lecture tours, during 
which he has detailed further his Siberian 
experiences. He is a terse and vigorots 
writer and an impressive speaker. 

Kennan was born at Norwalk, O., on Feb. 
16, 1845, of Scotch-Irish ancestry. He re- 
ceived little school education, but being en- 
ergetic and studious he grounded himself in 
the elementary branches. At the age of 12 
he had mastered telegraphy and secured a 
eee goons He served for a short time 
v e Northern army before u rtaking 
the Russian venture in 1863.

REFUSAL OF OFFER. 


Metropolitan Directors Upheld for Re- 
jecting American’s Proposition to 
Eleétrity Metrepelitan Railway — 
Chairman Says Capitalists Are Try- 
ing to Strangle Gans System, Which 
Was Recommended for Use Before 
Chicago Magnate Appeared in Field. 


LONDON, July 26.—At a meeting of the 
stockholders of the Metropolitan railway, 
held this afternoon, the electric traction dis- 
pute was the principal topic of discussion. 

The action of the directors of the Metro- 
politan, in opposing the proposals made by 
Charles T. Yerkes to electrify the road, was 
approved. 

The chairman of the meeting, detailing the 
negotiations between Yerkes and the Metro- 
politan railway, said that expert electricians 
of both the Metropolitan District and Metro- 
politan railways had approved the Ganz sys- 
tem of electric transit, and that when Yerkes 
came upon the scene he had won over the 
Metropolitan District to the system he ap- 
proved. 

Yerkes Defends Proposals. 

Mr. Yerkes, defending his proposal to the 
directors, admitted that it was possible he 
was in the wrong with regard to the electrical 
system, but, if he were, then hundreds of 
millions of dollars had been squandered in the 
United States, 

“It is hardly fair to condemn us on ac- 
count of being an American syndicate,” he 
said. 

Americans do not condemn concerns in 
the United States because they happen to be 
British. I do not know a single great rall- 
road in the United States which is not owned 
materially by Englishmen; and I think fully 
one-third of the fire insurance in the United 
States is British.“ 

Try to Strangle New System. 

Proceeding, the chairman said if the new 
Ganz method was what experts claimed, it 
was designed to render valueless millions of 
dollars’ worth of electrical plants both in 
Great Britain and the United States and that 
signs weré not lacking that a determined 
effort was making by interested capitalists 
and companies commanding immense 
wealtb to strangle this new departure in 
electrical engineering. 

The chairman said his company was ad- 
vised that the cost of the Ganz system would 
be from 30 to 40 per cent below that of the 
system advocated by Yerkes, and that, when

Maxim Deplores British Slowness. 

Sir Hiram Maxim, speaking tonight at a

plorabiy behind in the matter of electric’ 
traction, which had spread out populations 
and mitigated some of the greatest evils of 
modern cities.

OPPOSE DR. KOCH TO THE END. 


British Tuberculosis Congress at Lon- 
don Closes with Differences 
of Opinion.

LONDON, July 26.—The British congress 
on tuberculosis was brought to a close today 
by a general meeting in Queen’s Hall and 
a public banquet in the evening. The ses- 
sion has been rendered memorable by two 
generous gifts from unnamed benefactors, 
providing for hospitals for consumptives 
and by a daring thesis, which has set modern 
sanitary science on the defense. 

Koch's conclusions respecting animal in- 
fection as an inconsiderable source of 
human tuberculosis were resisted to the end 
by officials and reformers, but the impression. 
produced by them on the agricultural classes 
can be removed only by thorough investiga- 
tion. I. N. F. 


Zarl Derby Talks of Results. 
[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNB.] . 

LONDON, July 26.—Earl Derby, who pre- 
sided over the closing session of the tuber- 
culosis congress, said the importance of the 
deliberations would prove to be incalculable; 
The meetings of the conference had achieved 
a success which would be referred to years 
hence throughout the world. Fully 2,500 per- 
sons had been actively participating in the 
discussions, and he said he had every reason 
to believe that great and lasting benefits to 
mankind would accrue, . 

The congress passed final resolutions con- 
demning indiscriminate expectoration as a 
fruitful source of spreading contagion and 
also calling the attention of all hospital and 
dispensary authorities to the desirability of 
presenting*each outgoing patient with a leaf- 
let containing instructions in regard to the 
prevention of consumption. 


Koch Talks on Malaria. 

In the course of an address at Eastbourne 
this afternoon Dr. Koch of Berlin spoke of 
the treatment of malaria. He reiterated his 
dictum that malaria did not emanate from 
swamps, but was caused by the inoculation 
of mosquitoes and gnats. He further said 
malarial parasites could be stamped out 
with quinine treatment. 

At the final meeting of the congress on 
tuberculosis resolutions were adopted in 
favor of legislation towards the sup- 
pression of expectoration in public places, 
and recommending the notification of the 
proper authorities in cases of phthisis and 
the use of pocket spittoons, asserting that 
these sanitary provisions were indisperisable 
in order to diminish tuberculosis. 

A resolution was adopted expressing the 
opinion of the congress that the health 
officers should continue every effort to pre- 
vent the spread of tuberculosis through milk 
and meat, and as doubts concerning 
human immunity from bovine tuberculosis 
raised by Dr. Koch were of vital importance 
to the public health and the agricultural in- 
terests of the country the government 
should immediately inetitute a rigid in- 
quiry into the identity of human and bovine 
tuberculosis. 

Virchow Opposes Koch’s Idea. . 

BERLIN, July 26.—Professor Virchow, the 
well-known bacteriologist, in an intervie® 
today, says he has for years fought the idea

culosis, but that he disagrees with Pro- 
fessor Koch's deductions regarding the non- 
transferability of bovine tuberculosis to 
human beings.

AGREE AS 70 INDEMNITY. 


CHINA TO PAY SUM OF 450,000,000 
TAELS TO POWERS. 


Representatives in Pekin of Eleven 
Governments Reach Understanding 
Regarding Details of Transaction—

KIN, July 26—A memorable meeting 
of the Ministers was held today, it being 
announced thereat eleven Governors had 
agreed that the indemnity to be paid by 
China should be 450,000,000 taels, and that 
the security would be the salt tax, the na- 
tive customs, and anincrease in the maritime 
customs to an effective 5 per cent. 

The principal of the Chinese loan to pay 
the indemnities will be payable in 1940. The 
total payments of principal and interest will 
be 1,000,000,000 taels. Chinese bonds will be 
accepted at (per cent.

A full protocol for the signatures of the 
Ministers is now being prepared. It is hoped 
to have it completed in time for its signing 
by Mr. Rockhill, the American Special Com- 
missioner, and M. de Giers, the retiring Rus- 
sion Minister. 


Accept Chinese Statement. 

The subjects of punishments and examina- 
tions were practically closed today, the Min- 
isters accepting the Chinese statement of 
what has been accomplished as the best 
settlement obtainable, although not satisfac- 
tory. 

‘Information has been received here to the 
effect that the Russians are building two 
gunboats to patrol the river north of New- 
chwang for the protection of native shipping. 

On account of the objections to his ap- 
pointment made by the British and Ger- 
mans, Kuei Chun will not be able to assume 
office as one of the Military Governors of 
Pekin. Kuei Chun, who was formerly 
Viceroy of Szechuan, was a strong supporter 
of the anti-foreign leaders. He is now schem- 
ing to get the appointment as Chinese Minis- 
ter to Russia, a place he was designated for 
early last year with the approval of Russia, 
It is uncertain if this approval still holds good 
or if Russia will accept him in view of 
subsequent developments. Kuei Chun is 
strongly pro-Russian and anti-British.

DEMAND MORE OF JODGES 


COUNTY COMMISSIONERS PLAN 
FOR RETRENCHMENT. 


Public Service Committee Appoints 
Special Body to Confer with Chief 
Justices of Superior and Circuit 
Courts and Require Reduction in 

Expenses — Cost of Extra Jurists 
Arouses Opposition, and Members 
Insist Vacations Should Be Shorter. 


Judges of Cook County’s courts must take 
shorter and less frequent vacations and do 
more work, if the retrenchment plans deter- 
mined on by the County Commissioners, sit- 
ting yesterday as the Public Service com- 
mittee of the County board, are carried out. 

The commissioners want to know why it is 
necessary to have seven Judges from outside 
Cook County sitting in the local éourts to fill 
the places of absent jurists at an extra salary 
cost alone of $10 a day each. 

While county employés drawing salaries of 
$1,000 or more annually have been forced, at 
the suggestion of the Judges, to give up one 
month’s salary in the cause of economy, it is 
charged that nearly all the regular Judges 
have arranged to take vacations of from two 
to three months and draw full pay. 

Commissioner Thielen led the fight, and a 
committee consisting of himself and Commis- 
sioners Van Steenberg and Hoffman and 
County Controller Monaghan was appointed 
to confer with the chief Justices of the Su- 
perior and Circuit Courts and demand that 
expenses be reduced, fewer outside Judges 
called in, and more work done by the regular 
Judges. 

Criticism for the Judges. 

1 understand there are seven outside 
Judges sitting in Cook County’s courts right 
now,“ declared Mr. Thielen. Now, I don't 
believe so many outside Judges are necessary. 
Where is the money td pay them to come 
from?“ 

“These Judges could recommend the re- 
duction of the pay of small salaried county 
employees,“ said Commissioner Daley. Yet 
they take from two to three months’ vacation 
each without offering a month or two’s pay 
to the county. They have time, too, to go 
down to Springfield and carry on the cam- 
paign to have their salaries increased from 
$7,000 to $10,000 annually.” 

The special committee will inquire into the 
manner in which the extra Judges draw their 
pay, many commissioners holding that sal- 
aries for extra Judge hire cannot be secured 
except through consent of the County board. 


Reject All Milk Bids. 

By a vote of 6 to 5 the committee deter- 
mined.to reject all bids for supplying milk to 
the hospital and other county institutions. 
As a result milk will be purchased indefinite- 
ly in the open market, 15 cents a gallon now 
being the rate paid, while 14 cents was the 
lowest price included in the rejected bids.

Oatman was called before the committee and 
asked if he would*fulfill the promise he had 
previously made to deliver milk at 15 cents.

For a routine life that of the tug Captain 
is apt to be an eventful one. The steam gear 
and the powerful bow of Captain John’s 
boat make it an admirable ice crusher, and 
he is sent often to cut a passage through to 
the harbor for some ice-bound steamer. At 
such a time he charges full tilt against the 
ice floe, Cuts as far as he can, and then sends 
his vessel out of water on the ice for a third 
of its length. The quick-acting steam gear 
makes the vessel roll far to one side or the 
other if suddenly applied, and so he rocks It, 
from one rall to the other, grinding and 
crushing the ice until the tug sinks down 
through it. Then the Captain backs out and 
rocks his tug while men on either rail ex- 
amine the exposed bottom plates to see if 
any have been started. If allis right another 
charge is made. Sometimes he must bring 
his tug in several times to have its hull re- 
paired before the ramming is all done. 
Sometimes there are flerce storms on the 
lake and sudden calls for the lifeboat. Atug 
is wanted to take it out, and a veteran is 
called for. Sometimes this is Captain John. 
Sometimes he is sent owt into a storm to 
rescue some hapless craft, and sends his tug 
through, under, and over immense seas with- 
out thought of danger to himself or his boat 
until the duty is done. It isn't the wages, 
$150 a month, that tempts hi It's because 
he’s a tugboat Captain that he does it. For 
years he has been going in this boat, and 
he believes in it and in himself and his duty. 
He'll go anywhere he ought to go with it 
without question. That is the daily duty of 
the tugboat man, and it is done daily.

for a five-cent fare. 

“Under present conditions it costs 10 cents 
to get from the West Side to Lincoln Park.“ 
said a member of the commission yesterday, 
“and this prevents thousands of sufferers 
from the heat from leaving the West 
Side wards and getting a breath of fresh air 
in Lincoln Park. Such a trip now costs 20 
cents for each member of a family, and that 
means a big hole in the week’s wages. These 
people should have the chance of at least a 
few hours of comfort on the lake shore. I 
believe the traction company will take this 
view of the problem.“ 


Rule on Special Assessments. 

According to an opinion handed down by 
Corporation Counsel Walker, the Board of 
Local Improvements can make needed im- 
provements of down-town streets by levying 
2 assessments. The opinion asserts in 
part: 

Streets in the down-town district may 
be resurfaced and the cost thereof paid by 
special assessment whenever such course can 
be supported by reasonable public necessity; 
but wherever it can be shown that the street 
is already paved with a pavement answering 
all the necessities of public travel, so that 
the proposed improvement comes within the 
definition of an unreasonable and oppressive 
ordinance, objections may be raised to the 
proceedings.“

Persons of the school ie in Indiana, Iowa, 
and Kansas are nearly all native born, the 
foreign dörn of this class constituting in 
Indiana but 1.2 per cent, Iowa 3 per vent, and 
in Kansas 1.9 per cent of the whole number 
of persons of school age. In Indian Territory 
foreign born persons of school age in 1900 are 
even fewer relatively than in any of the 
States above mentioned, this element repre- 
senting only three-tenths of 1 per cent of the 
whole number.of persons of schoo} age in the 
Territory. 

Native white persons of native parentage 
constituted in 1900 more than four-fifths of 
the whole number of persons of school age 
in Indiana, over seven-tenths in Indian Ter- 


three-fifths in Iowa. 

In Iowa 35.6 per, cent of the persons of 
school age are native white of foreign parent- 
age, and 3.2 per cent are foreign-white, these 
two, elements combined constituting 38.8 per 
cent of the ‘whole number in 1900.

per cent; and Indian Territory, 3.1 per cent. 

Native whites of native parentage con- 
stitute in Indiana and Indian Territory near- 
ly three-fourths and in Kansas nearly two- 
thirds of the whole number of males of vot- 
ing age in 1900. 

The largest proportion of foreign white 
males of voting age in the States and Ter- 
ritories under consideration is found in 
Iowa, and if the native whites of foreign 
‘parentage are added the white males of 
voting age either of fo birth or ex- 
traction constitute nearly one-half of all the 
potential voters in the State. 

In Indian Territory colored males of vot- 
ing age in 1900 constitute one-fifth of all 
the potential voters in the Territory, and 
are composed principally of Indians.

At times it rose so rap- 
idly that the entire body showed like a huge 
trout jumping out of water. It tried every 
plan to escape its enemies, who pursued it

has at least reasoned intelligently. Whoever 
undertakes a careful reading of this scholarly 
and convincing paper should therefore, 
begin with the introduction. Quite likely 
the profundity of Professor Willett's study, 
and the exhaustive treatment which he has 
given to the subjects, will make the pam- 
phiet rather heavy reading for many who, 
while interested in insurance as a fact, have 
not the patience and persistence to follow 
closely his elaborate development of 
the theory, but there will be others, many 


others, who will welcome the discussion as 


a conspicuously valuable addition to our 
nomic literature. 


It would not be possible, without taking 


more space than can here be allowed, to 
give this profound study anything more 
than passing consideration. and yet one can 
scarcely do less than outline the author's 
premises and conclusions. His fundamen- 
tal assumption that the theory of distribution 
should be taken info account, as 4 condition 
precedent to the broader discussion is logi- 
Cally defended, and what Professor Willett 
has to say in thie connection will be read 
with deep interest.

Miss Beatrice Hart, @ teacher in a New 
York grammar school, has written “ Seven 
Great American Poets” (Silver, Burdett & 
Co.), and the seven she has selected are: 
Bryant, Emerson, Poe, Longfellow, Whittier, 
Holmes, and Lowell. She could hardly make 
a mistake in the seven. The book gives a 
prief biographical sketch of each poet, to- 
gether with selections from the poems of 
each, and the whole is illustrated with por- 
traits and pictures of the writers’ homes and 
haunts. There does not seem to be any good 
reason why such a book should be compiled 
and published. In these days of progressive 
schools and education in the grammar 
grades, there has grown up a host of text 
books which fully cover the ground attempt- 
ed by Miss Hart. There is no effort on her 
part at critical analysis of the work of the 
poets. Her book is pleasant and harmless 
however, but one gets a trifle tired once in a’ 
while at the eternal iteration of these seven 
There have been other poets since these. 
Why not introduce some later writers? The 
seven are household words, and their lives 
are known even to school children. Why 
does not some one do as much for a second 
seven?

MAINTENANCE OF RATES. 
— — 

Pooling of Cut Price Contracts of West- 
ern Lines Favored — Favorable 
Statement by the Atchison—Trans- 
continental Association Headquar- 
ters Coming to Chicago—Wisconsin 
Roads Offer Low Rates to Summer 
Resorts. 


Presidents and executive officers of all the 
Western roads, traffic directors of the Har- 
riman, Hill, and other interests, and the 
chairmen of the various Western freight 
associations were if session all day yes- 
terday in the Great Northern Building, 
wrestling with the problem of the main- 
tenance of agreed rates between Chicago, 
St. Louis, and Colér@gfo-Utah points. 

Three weeks ago, when Vice President 


| Stubbs of the Southern Pacific located at 


Chicago to direct the traffic affairs of the 
go-called Harriman roads, the Presidents, 
executive officers, and chief traffic officials 
of the Western roads that rates, 
which had been badly cut, should be re- 
stored to tariff on July 15. Some of the 
roads not represented at that meeting after- 
wards reported that they had made contracts 
running until Aug. 5 and could not restore 
rates until then. It was then agreed that 
none of the roads should advance the rates 
until Aug. 5, but that then no further rate 
cutting would be tolerated. 

Evidence has been obtained since that 
several of the roads had made contracts run- 
ning until the end of this year, and as this 
would prevent a restoration of rates as 
agreed, the meeting held yesterday was 
called. It was found that the contracts could 
not be abrogated before termination with- 
out bringing about legal complications, and 
the prevailing sentiment was that the busi- 
ness should be pooled and all roads get a 
share of the proceeds. 

It is probable that in order to avoid fur- 
ther breaks of this kind arrangements will 
be made as soon as possible to pool the 
business and give each road a fair propor- 


tion. 


Atchison’s Increased Earnings. 


The statement of earnings for the month 
of June just issued by the Atchison, Topeka 
and Santa Fé is even better than that for 
the previous month. Notwithstanding that 
the mileage now operated is considerable 
larger than it was last year, operating ex- 
penses for the month increased only $157,820, 
leaving net earnings of over half @ million 
dollars.

It is now certain that the headquarters of 
the Transcontinental Passenger association 
will be moved from Denver to Chicago within 
the next two months. A vote on the proposi- 
tion was taken at last week's meeting of the 
association at Glenwood Springs.

Low Rates to Wisconsin. 

The Milwaukee and St. Paul, Chicago and 
Northwestern, and Wisconsin Central rail- 
roads, in order to stimulate travel to the Wis- 
consin and Upper Michigan resorts; will put 
on sale special round trip excursion tickets 
Aug. 1 to 10 inclusive from Chicago to al! 
authorized tourist points on their lines ata 
rate of one fare for the round trip, with a 
minimum rate of $4 from Chicago. Final re- 
turn limit of these tickets will be Oct. 3l and 
the rates are tendered to connecting lines for 
basing purposes. The Wisconsin ds have 
suffered severely thus far this season from 
the low rates made for the Pan-American 
Exposition and to Colorado points, and to 
offset these low rates they asked permission 
from the Western Passenger association to 
make half-fare rates to Wisconsin and 
northern Michigan points. As the other

RAISE BIG STORE FIRE RISKS. 


Underwriters Order Advance Affecting 
Fireproof Commercial Buildings 
on State Street. 


Rates on fireproof department stores in 
Chicago were materially increased yesterday 
by the Executive committee of the Chicago 
Underwriters’ association. A new schedule 
was adopted and ordered into force at once 
for the rating of fireproof commercial build- 
ings and their contents. It applies to about 
forty risks in Chicago, notably the Fair, 
Siegel, Cooper & Co., Mandel Bros.’ new 
store, and the Wabash avenue bullding of 
Marshall Field & Co. Little change is made 
in the building rate, but the contents rate is 
advanced between 20 and 30 cents on some 
of the leading risks. This action is due to the 
recent heavy losses, those in Chicago for the 
first six months of the year showing an in- 
crease over last year of 80 per cent.

END OF THE FOSBURGH CASE. 
The trial of Robert S. Fosburgh of Pitts- 


feld, Mass., on the charge of killing his 


sister was brought to a satisfactory end 
yesterday when Judge Stevens instructed 
the jury to bring in a verdict of not guilty. 
This needless and unfortunate trial has re- 
sulted only in demonstrating how much 
pain and expense may be inflicted upon 
a family and a community by an overzealous 
Chief of Police with a theory. The testi- 
mony has established the entire innocence 
of the young man whose good name was 
placed in jeopardy, while the ingenious and 
far-fetched theory of Chief Nicholson is left 
without support or excuse. : 

The original cause of the trial was suf- 
ficiently sad without this painful sequel. 
The family was awakened by a commotion 
in the house one night last August and 
found May Fosburgh, a daughter just bud- 
ding into womanhood, shot dead on the floor. 
The dastardly act was the work of burglars, 
and the family so stated from the begin- 
ning. But the Chief of Police of the town 
conceived the idea that the shooting had been 
done accidentally by the girl's brother dur- 
ing a quarrel between the young man and 
his father. He seized upon discrepancies 
in the stories of the different members 
of the family and prevailed upon the grand 
jury to indict young Fosburgh for man- 
slaughter. Thus the unfortunate family 
has had to cope with a new cause of sorrow 
in the wake of the original one. 

Chief Nicholson’s alleged case against the 
prisoner flattened out so completely when 
the evidence for the prosecution was pre- 
sented that it is amazing it should have 
_been brought to trial. The indictment col- 
lapsed of its own lack of ground too stand 
on. It would not have been necessary to 
hear any evidence from the defense, though 
the little that was called for was conclusive. 
The testimony that brought the trial to a 
speedy close was that of Miss Sheldon, a 
visitor who was staying with the Fosburghs 
on the night of the murder, and who stated 
that she was on the scene a few moments 
after the tragedy occurred. To her inquiry 
of what was the matter the youngest daugh- 
ter replied: “ Burglars have entered the 
house and shot May.” This alone refutes 
the theory that the burglary stoky was con- 
cocted afterward to hide facts of a different 
kind. While the prosecution of young 
Fosburgh seems to have been undertaken 
in good faith and without malice, it was 
a serious and inexcusable blunder. A 
Chief of Police and a grand jury should 
have more evidence than those of Pitts- 
field had before placing a man on trial for 
murder. 


PARADE HABIT. 

The trades unions of Boston, in a huff 
with Mayor Hart, have declared that he 
shall not review them on Labor day. By 
taking this action the labor unions are more 
generous and considerate than they in- 
tended to be, and Mayor Hart will probably 
be devoutly thankful that he is not obliged 
to stand for an hour or two bowing to the 
different organizations in a monotonous pro- 
cession passing him. It is a wearisome bus- 
iness for the marchers, but it is still more 
wearisome for the public official who by 
virtue of his position is martyrized. So, 
while the workingmen of Boston may fancy 
they are gratifying their resentment, they 
in reality are conferring no ordinary favor 
upon the Mayor. 

In this connection the Boston Advertiser 
makes the point that the gverage proces- 
sion is about as “ depressing and wearisome 
a sight as ingenuity can devise,” and is 
merely “an antiquated survival of more 
ignorant times.” There is much truth in 
this. The only man in a procession who 
really is an imposing object, next to the 
drum major, is the mounted chief marshal. 
After him each man in the procession 
grows less dnd less imposing and more and 
more wearisome, until the last man is 
reached, in his environment of teams, small 
boys, and the general populace—the most

CASUALTIES OF THE HEATED TERM. 
It is rare that a period of extreme heat 
like the present one, Which virtually em- 
braces the whole of July, is unaccompanied 
by casualties of extraordinary magnitude, 
and yet such has been the case during the 
present month. There have been .some 
serious disasters in the old world, occasioned 
by floods, earthquakes, and volcanic dis- 
turbances in China, Japan, and Java, but 
these are liable to occur at any time and 
without much reference to seasons, In the 
United States, however, there has been al- 
most an entire absence of great casualties. 
When individual cases are considered, 
however, the story is different, and yet in 
most of these cases death has been due 
either to ignorance or to the lack of the 
most ordinary precautions. The three most 
frequent causes of death in July, apart 


from illness, are drowning, burning, and 


lightning stroke, and each one of these shows 
a marked increase over June. It is only 
natural that in such extreme heat the num- 
ber of those bathing should be greatly in- 
creased, but it is somewhat extraordinary 
that over two-thirds of those drowned come 
to their death because of inability to swim. 
Out of 467 cases of drowning reported this 
month $21 of the victims could not swim. 
Why so simple a process as learning to 
swim should be so generally neglected, es- 
pecially when the daugers from such neglect 
are so obvious, is extraordinary. | 
The loss of life occasioned by fire this 

month is eighty-five, which is a large increase 
over last month, though the figures seem 
small, deaths by fire occurring most fre- 
quently in the winter months. But in fires 
as in drownings negligence is the prevailing 
cause. In more than half these cases the 


oil can was the agency of destruction, and 


it probably will remain so, for warnin 
pass unheeded. ~ People are burned to death 
or frightfully disfigured and property is 
destroyed, and this goes on month after 
month, and year after year, and still the 
fatal oil can remains the favorite agent 
for starting a fire in a cook stove not only 
among ignorant persons but also at the 
hands of many persons who have more than 
average intelligence. :

In 
the one case heat superinduces melancholy 
and insanity and in the other undue con- 
sumption of intoxicating liquor, with corre- 
sponding outbreaks of cussedness and sav- 
agery. It is not. strange, therefore, that 
in July (twenty-five days) there have been 
491 cases of suicide reported, as compared 
with 455 cases in June, and 568 cases of 
murder, compared with 431 cases in June. 


‘ PROFESSOR TUFTS BAS FEARS. 

Professor Tufts of the University of Chi- 
cago, in an address before the senior class 
of that institution, has expressed a fear 
that the university may develop into a 
kind of normal school. Of all the young 
men and women who have graduated from 
the university,” said Professor Tufts, 
“about one-half are engaged in teaching.” 
This condition of affairs Professor Tufts 
regards as undesirable. He thinks that the 
university should prepare men and women 
for the active struggles of business aud 
professional life. He is sorry to see that 
so many graduates show a preference for 
academic pursuits. He is afraid that the 
university will come to be regarded as a 
mere fitting school for teaching positions 
and not as the alma mater of success- 
ful lawyers, physicians, clergymen, and 
financiers, 

This fear is perhaps well grounded. It 
would be unfortunate, indeed, if the uni- 
versity should forsake its wide mission as 
an epitome of all professions and occupa- 
tions and of all possible human activities 
and should confine itself to the narrow field 
of training men and women for the office 
of teaching. The university should have a 


of the age. The training of the young is 
no doubt an important function of society, 
but that a university should send half of its 
graduates into that profession seems an un- 
fortunately one-sided development. 

From another point of view, however, the 
drift toward teaching is not altogether a 
matter of regret. The majority of the young 
teachers go of necessity into high schools. 
And that high school teachers should have 
a college education hardly admits of denial. 
The efficiency of our high schools will be 
greatly increased when the teachers have 
the benefit of college training. Especially 
in the country the preparation of most 
teachers is at present lamentably deficient. 
No one will be sorry to see college gradu- 
ates taking the places of their inadequately 
instructed rivals. The effect upon the com- 
,munity will be good. But at the same time 
one cannot help hoping that college instruc- 
tion will be of such a kind as to leave its 
recipients with the feeling that they are 
prepared to do other things besides pass 
on the knowledge they have acquired.

All estimates of this kind are necessarily 
in the nature of guess work, The figures 
are influenced by the tendency of the per- 
son who gets them up to look on the dark 
or the bright side. But even if the Secre- 
tary of the Board of Agriculture has taken 
too gloomy a view of the situation it is 
clear that the Missouri farmers have fared 
ill this year in spite of their normal wheat 
crop and of the fact that what oats and 
hay they have saved are in excellent cou- 
dition. 

It is certain that the farmers of Mis- 
souri, taken as a whole, will not receive 
the return they expected to on the capi- 
tal invest in their farms and the labor 
expended on them, They have done a 
bad year’s business. Nevertheless they are 
better off than the manufacturer who is 
visited by a season of sharp business de- 
pression, which is to him what a season of 
drought is to the farmer. I 

Whatever the farmer is able to produce 
in a year of crop failures brings a specially 
high price. The manufacturer cannot get 
a remunerative price for his goods even 
when he reduces production to the minimum. 
He runs the risk of piling up goods in his 
factory which it may be impossible for 
him to dispose of, no matter how low he 
may mark down the price. The manufac- 
turer, when hard times begin, knows that 
they are likely to last for several years. “A 
crop failure one season is no indication that 
there will be one the following season. The 
plant of the manufacturer, especially when 
not in use, deteriorates more rapidly than 
that of the farmer. The latter can with 
comparative ease keep his farm, which is 
his plant, in fair condition, so that it be- 
comes more valuable year by year, 

On the whole, the farmer when he is 
having his hard times is better off than the

ENFORCE PAVING GUARANTIES, 

That the general condition of the brick 
paving recently laid in this city is such as 
to call for a change in the engineering 
branch of the street improvements service 
ig a conclusion which no observer of those 
pavements can possibly avoid. While the 
holes and dep§essions unmistakably indicate 
defective foundgtions, and 80 incompetent 
or collusive inspection, the abraded condi- 
tion of bricks which have been under wear 
only from one to two years establishes in 
and of itself the fact that these bricks never 
passed any suflicient engineering tests or 
investigations before being accepted. 

An, engineer should be judged by his re- 
sults, and an engineer who cannot protect 
the public against the rotten bricks which 
have been laid in this city during the last 
two years is simply a useless functionary. 
Good brick paving is to be found in other 
cities, and there are at least one or two 
inetances in this city. Nearly if not all 
brick paving, however, which has been re- 
cently laid here has been of such poor ma- 
terial as to involve a practical fraud on the 
public, And yet this fraud somehow, man- 
aged constantly to slip by the engineers. 
This is most discreditable to them. 
There is a partial remedy provided, how- 
ever, in all these paving cases, in the form 
of ten-year guaranties for the work. The 
Board of Public Improvements should en- 
force these guaranties. Property-owners | 
were assessed increased amounts because of 
them and are entitled to their~fulfillment. 
The contractors, too, have been or will be 
remunerated for them, The board named 
should accordingly go over the recently laid 
brick pavements and require them to be 
put in good repair and kept in good order by 
the contractors, They will find in some of 
them holes varying from the size of a hand

Diller burned, and the present structure was 
erected. It was a fine affair in its day, and 
the workmanship on it was so good that the 
original fittings still remain intact, after 
Nearly fifty years. After the death of Mr. 
Corneau in 1800, Rolla W. Diller con- 
ducted the business alone, until recently, 
when he was succeeded by his son, Isaac 
Diller. 

The store was the chosen loafing place of 
the choicest wits of the day. Abraham Lin- 
coln was a constant, visitor, and many of his 
best stories were told there. At that time 
Lincoln used to carry his important law pa- 
pers in his tall hat, and had a somewhat lim- 
ited list of clients. Stephen A. Douglas was 
another illustrious loafer at the Diller store. 
And hobnobbing with these two great lights 
of history were many lesser lights, who have 
since illumined the annals of city, State, and 
country. By the store often gat Colonel E. 
D. Baker, who made a proud record as sol- 
dier, statesman, and orator, and who fell at 
the battle of Ball's Bluff.
